BAC will receive an addition- 
al $741,039 in state funding. 
‘This amount changes an expec- 
ted ¢641,000 deficit for the 1989 
fiscal year into a $100,000 sur- 


hus. 

Larry Schmalenberger, the 
college’s vice chanceilor for 
administrative services, 
informed the BAC Board of 
Trustees of the impending good 
news a day early, at its July 13 
‘study session. 

Schmalenberger said the bill 
was a response to demands by 
the Illinois Board. of Higher 
Education for more money for 
state community colleges. BAC 
will receive its appropriation in 
monthly installments, he said. 

Schmalenberger also had_ 
some good news at_the study 
session about the coffege’s fund 
balance, saying it could 
inerease from its current 
ramount of $1.39 million to as 
much as $1.9 million because of 
the increase.in state funding 
>and because of overestimates of 
college ex} es. 

The college ended the 1988 
fiscal year with a $1.39. million 
balance and that was only 
achieved by college officials 
cutting $1.2 million from the 
budget.

Democratic leaders say the 
meeting was a violation of a fed- 
eral ban on fund-raising within 
federal office buildings, but top 
White House political aides insist 
the charges are goundless and 
politically motivated. 


Fitzwater, responding for the 
first time to Aug. 1 Democratic 
Congressional Campaign Com- 
mittee charges that the meeting 
was an illegal fund-raising 
event, said the June 13 meeti: 
involved ‘‘no fund-raising” an 
“no pdlitical activity.” 

Billed as a “reception” by 
White House planners, the meet- 
ing included IHinois 21st District 
Republican candidate Robert 
Gaffner and five other GOP 
House or Senate hopefuls. 


Also attending were represen- 
tatives of corporations, associa- 
tions and at least .one rankin; 
official from a national politica! 
action committee, according to 
White House sources and meet- 
ing participants. 


Use of federal property for 
fund-raising purposes is illegal. 
Under federal law, penalties 
include a $5,000 fine, up to three 
years imprisonment, or both, 
according to attorney Bob 
Bauer, who helped prepare the 
DCCC’ complaint to the Justice 
Department.

Dillon learns some 
amusing lessons about rich 
phonies. 

Set in the same year is “Dirty 
Dancing” (1987, Vestron, $89.98). 
For those just returning from 
Zanzibar, ‘‘D.D.’’ tracks a_not- 
so-pretty, sheltered 17-year-old 
(Jennifer Grey) on a family 
vacation to a Catskills resort 
where she falls in love with hunk 
dance.instructor Patrick Swayze.

Inching further back into his- 
tory brings us to that summer

In. one 
of the softest, most poignant 
scenes in film, she rocks him ~ 
back and forth in her arms, then 
escorts him to the bedroom. 

This final one may be hard to 
find but it is too bittersweet to 
miss. In ‘“‘Summertime’’ (1955, 
Nelson, $19.95) Katharine Hep- 
burn plays-a spinster secretary 
whose lifetime of work culmi- 
nates in a long-saved-for trip to 
Venice. She meets a married 
antique dealer (Rossano Brazzi) 
and is torn between her desires 
and her morality. Gondolas and 
might-have-beens abound.

scratching their heads. KLTH’s. 
1 percent drop represented arr 
audience decrease of 143 per- 
cent. KXOK’s .4 audience share’ 
is the lowest in station history.; 
In 1966, KXOK had an audience: 
share of 25 percent, which was’ 
tops in the area. 4 

Next we'll report on the 
stations that draw large audi- 
ences of men, women and ag¢é 
groups that are important: to 
advertisers. 

Democratic Convention 

Only 30 percent of homes 
nationwide tuned into the Dem- 
ocratic National Convention. 
The low percentage has been a 
convention trend for many 
years and the networks have 
responded by pecan ng, ee 
coverage instead of the “gavél 
to gavel”. production that was 
the norm in the 1960s and early 
"70s. 

This .year, less meant better 
at the network level because 
the coverage was more concise 
and not as dull — quite an 
accomplishment for a conven 
tion where -everyone knew 
going in that -Michael Dukakis 
would be nominated as the 
Democratic presidential candi- 
date. : 

Locally, KTVI-TV (Channel 
2), KMOV-TV (Channel 4) and 
KSDK-TV (Channel 5) did a 
good job. 

However, there was one flaw 
that carried over from each 
station’s regular news perfor- 
mance — a lack of equal time 
for the Illinois delegation. 

Granted, Missouri had Rep. 
Richard Gephardt as a ‘‘favor- 
ite son’ candidate during the 
campaign. But Illinois had two 
favorite sons — The Rev. Jesse 
Jackson and U.S. Sen. Paul 
Simon. 

In Hlinois, Democratic poli- 
tics from Chicago to Cairo are 
a big deal. The Prairie State 
also carries 26 electoral votes 
compared to just 12 for Missou- 
ri. Simply, there should have 
been more coverage of Illinois* 
delegation. “5

The attendance figures from 
The Muny for the Broadway 
musical hit “‘Drood!’’ were less 
than impressive. The show 
attracted 44,087 people for its 
seven-show run in Forest Park. 


The show’s numbers were far 
behind the more successful book- 
ings so far this summer of “‘The 


Musig Man’’ (49,181) and “Porgy 
and’ Bess" (45,506). 


The masters of The Muny are 
a bit perplexed about the poor 
showing of ‘‘Drood!”’ There is 
even more concern in light of 
the disappointing attendance at 
newer productions such as ‘*Me 
and My Girl.” 

Why aren’t the newer shows 
drawing? 

No one knows for certain, but 
one longtime Muny official said, 


“St. Louisans are conservati 
in a lot of things including the- 
ater. They don’t accept a show 
just because it was a hit in Lon. 

First it has to 
be accepted by St.. Louisans, 
then word-of-mouth will make“it 
a hit here.

Heart rehabilitation program 
aiding Granite City residents

“Tf we need to have a private 
physician right away, we can. 
We've never had any major 
problems; but there is always 
that potential,’”’ she said. 

Dr. Lawrence T. Harmon, of 
St. Elizabeth Medical Center’s 
medical staff, is a strong advo- 
cate of the program and has 
referred a number of his 
patients, mostly recent heart 
attack-victims, to it. 

I’m gung-ho on the pro- 
gram,” he said, stating the bene- 
fits ‘from having a structured 
form of exercise combined with 
nursing supervision. 

“It makes for a much safer 
form of exercise. In addition, 
through the exercise program, 
patients attain better physical 
conditioning status, and in doing’ 
so, even if they do develop addi- 
tional problems later on, they 
tend to tolerate them better and 
are able to function better.” 

Dr. Harmon said that although 
the exercise and training might 
not alter the disease, “‘it defi- 
nitely does alter symptoms,.and 
the sense of well-being of the 
patients and how they feel, 
which is a very important part 
of their treatment.” 

The biggest problem he noted 
was the reluctance of some 
insurance payors to defray the 
expense of the program. “I thirik 
it should be a part of any type of 
rehabilitation,"’ Harmon said, 
“but unfortunately, from a-prac- 
tical. standpoint, there are some 
individuals who simply aren’t 
going to be able to pay for it out 
of their pocket. As a result, 
many have to rely on third-party 
insurance companies to assist 
them.’” 

About 50 people currently par- 
“ticipate in the program, which 
began seven years ago. 

A relative newcomer to the 
program is Heaton, who joined 
five months ago. ‘‘I’ve been bat- 
tling high cholesterol for months 
and_years,” she said. “I’ve been 
on diet and medication with very 
little lowering of fat. When I 
started in the exercise program, 

I could see a significant change, 
along with the diet and medica- 
tion, of course. I was so elated 
when I say my cholesterol level 
go down.”

A typical workout at the gym, 
which features an indoor track, 
four Schwinn Air-Dyne station- 
ary bicycles, two rowing 
machines and a treadmill, lasts 
approximately 45 minutes, 
excluding 10-minute warm-up 
and cool-down periods. 

“Patients are required to be in 
the program for at least three 
months,’’ | Motil explained. “‘In 
the first three months, which we 
call Phase II, patients develop 
an exercise habit and learn what 
their heartrate should be run- 
ning. The patients also develop 
cardiovascular fitness in that 

riod.” 

‘To determine whether patients 
are physically ready to return to 
work, such as those who are 
involved in heavy weightlifting 
or. in a temperature stress set- 
ting, OPCR has incorporated 
work tolerance screenings into 
Phase II of its program. The 
Sereenings are offered in con- 
junction with the medical cen- 
ter’s Work Center. . 

“It’s a four-hour test perform- 
ed by an occupational therapist, 
physical therapist, and one of 
the OPCR nurses,”’ said Tungett. 
“We'll have the patient on a 
monitor and be checking blood 
pressure. The test is actually a 
graded, simulated work test. Pe 

“Not only will it help the doc- 
tor to determine whether these 
people are ready to return to 
work, it will help the patients 
psychologically to know, ‘Yes, I 
am ready to go back to work.’ It 
will also provide information’ to 
the employers and answer a lot 
of their questions.” 

Motil said many patients 
remain in the program past 
Phase Il and ‘more than half 
are in Phase IV right now, 
which means they are managing 
their own exercise program.”

“The two-are sometimes r- 
formed at the same time. But, 
whereas liposuction is considered 
a relatively minor surgical tech- 
nique, abdominoplasty is consid- 
ered major surgery.’” 

Also called a ‘‘tummy tuck,” 
abdominoplasty is a procedure 

- in which €xcess skin is removed 
from the abdominal region. It 

. requires-a large incision and 
removal of skin tissue. Liposuc- 
tion requires a few tiny incisions 
about 1/4 inch long, in order to 
insert a small tube to ‘‘vacuum” 
out unwanted fat cells.--
